Burlington Rocked By Blasts, 
Fire Causing $300,000 Loss 


BURLINGTON, N.J.-Four new 
stores were completely destroyed 
this morning when multiple ex­ 
plosions and a general alarm fire 
rocked the city's western section, 
causing an estimated $300,000 in 
damage. 


The spectacular 4 am. fire in 
a recently . completed business 
building on Route ISO. just south 
of the Shop-Rite supermarket, at­ 
tracted an estimated 5.000 per­ 
sons. Early-morning traffic on the 
busy highway had to be re-routed 
through side streets as about IO 
pieces of fire-fighting equipment 
were used to extinguish the blaze 
Fireman Hurt 


The explosions, of undetermined 
origin, awoke hundreds of Bur­ 
lington City residents Police re­ 
ported that no residents were in­ 


jured, but one fireman was hurt. 
The blaze, fanned by 12-mile­ 
an-hour winds, destroyed the Mila 
Fabrics Co. the Circle Carpet 
Co., the Hi-Way Drug Store and 
the Norge Laundry and Cleaning 
Village. The businesses had been 
in operation for only the pas* 
four or five months. 
Blast Hurls Glass 


Front windows and the rear 
wail of the drugstore were report­ 
edly blown out by the explosion 
which hurled glass in all directions 


and as far as the medial strip on 
Route ISO. 
The drugstore, which had been 
checked by police only 30 minutes

Clark W. Brown, 90, wan 
acquitted yesterday by a 
Bucks County Grand Jury 
ut the charge of abortion 
causing the death of his 
s w e e t h e a r t Geraldine 
EUenbergrr a 25-year-old 
divorcee. 


A btry of six men and six wom­ 
en deliberated for nearly four 
hours before returning the ver- 
dict 
When the jury brought the ver­ 
dict in Judge Edwin H. SaUerth- 
wait* told the panel he had “ im 
quarrel'* with its derision. 
He added, however, that “T h e 
conduct of this defendant was 
reprehensible and he should have 
been the subject of criminal ac­ 
tion” 
Legal Gap 


Judge Sattorthwaite also said, 
“there is a gap in the law here 
which needs correctfeB.** 
The verdict came after Brown 
told the jury that hi* love for 
Mrs. Ellen berger led him to pro­ 
cure the equipment which took 
the life of his sweetheart. Brown 
said that he reluctantly agreed to 
get the instruments hoping that 
hit sweetheart would change her 
mind. 
Brown was arrested in Naz­ 
areth Hospital early March 22 
following the death of Mrs. El 
MbBKgW. 
The woman died at 
the hospital after being seized 
with a convulsion at Ridge Farm 
Cabins, Route I, Bensalem Town 
ship. 
Brown testified that he and his 
girlfriend had gone to the motel 
for the purpose of performing the 
abortion Mrs. Ellen berger was 
pregnant for ll weeks at the 
time of her death. 
The defendant admitted on the 
witness stand that he had pro­ 
cured items of equipment used in 
the abortion attempt He denied 
however physically assisting in

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Th« 
Navy confirmed today that it has 
purchased 3,500 tons of German 
steel, but said it saw no general 
trend toward use of foreign metal 
for U.S. military purposes. 
The German competition for the 
American market may be limited 
to the higher grades of steel and 
to 
special 
circumstances, 
the 
Navy indicated. 
At the same time, Navy offi­ 
cials made clear that American 
producers 
were 
nowhere near 
competitive with the German steel 
to be used in construction of 
three U.S. destroyer - type guided 
missile frigates being built in the 
Puget Sound and San Francisco 
naval shipyards. 
Including duty 
and 
shipping; 
costs to the West Coast, the Ger­ 
man bids on Jour lots of steel 
ranged from 18 to 39 per coit be­ 
low those of American firms, the 
Navy said. The saving to the tax­ 
payer was $153,000. 


The difference in each case was 
more than enough to offset the 
advantage which the Navy is per­ 
mitted to give American produ­ 
cers under the Buy American Act. 
The law limits this advantage to 
six per cent normally and 12 per 
cent in depressed areas. 


The officials pointed out, how­ 
ever, that all the steel purchased 
from Germany was armor plate 
and other high-grade alloys cost­ 
ing an average of about $1,000 a 
ton on the American market. 
In less expensive grades of steel 
averaging about $150 a ton, ship­ 
ping costs would be a substantial­ 
ly higher percentage of the pur­ 
chase price. 
Navy officials consider there is 
also a special situation in that the 
construction is being done on the 
! West Coast. 
Many American producers, they 
said, would face about the same 
shipping costs as their German 
rivals at the Puget Sound and 
San Francisco locations.
